ONE MIGHT have expected 
Shlomo Hillel MK, the former 
minister of police, to be looking at 
the moment rather like; 
Mohaimmed Ali immediately after 
his recent contretemps with Leon 
Spinks. The Shimron Commission 
has just said some very neaty 
things about the Israel Police, 
and, by implication, has cast 
doubts on Hillel's sturdy defence 
of the police for several years, But 
not a bit of it; Hillel counter- 
attacks Shimron and his 
colleagues with considerable 
vigour. He first denies my sugges- 
-tion that the Shimron Report 
came ΔΒ a great shock to him. 

"I expected something of the 
kind, not because I am convinced 
that the findings of the commis- 
sion are correct, but because of 
the prevailing mood in the coun- 
try," he says. ‘You put five men 
together for four months — all of 
them respected, good, decent and 
wise — and the public expects 
something dramatic to emerge in: 
the findings. But, when’ you ex- 
amine the report rationally, 
without emotions or expectations, 
you sec that its findings are rather 
suspect, 

“First/of all, 11 deals too much in 
generalities. The social gap, 
truancy from school, labour 
relations, road accidents, public 
contempt for building regulations 
— all this is blamed on the police, 
Oddly enough, while the commis- 
sion criticises contempt for law 
and order in labour relations, it 
makes no mention of political dis- 
turbances --- those against Dr. 
Kissinger, for example, or those 
in Bnei Brak. 

“Another notable omission — to: 
my mind an incomprehenaibie one 
— 1s the failure to deal with the 
problem of terrorlam. Terroriam 
has occupied the attention of the

The commis- 
sion does not deal with this, but 
does complain that the in- 
vestigative branch was very 
neglected. 

“Of course, I would have liked 
to have had more money and man- 
power for everything, and I fought 
all the time for larger budgets. 
But the Civil Guard was vital for 
our security. I don't think that 
there is any substance in the 
criticism that we over-invested in 
civil defence. 


“GOING BACK to the report, I 
find It incomprehensible that 
some of the things they recom- 
mend ag brilliant innovations 
have in fact been done for years. 
For instance, they suggest that 
the Border Police should be used 
to deal with crimes against public 
order, It may be news to the com- 
mission, but two-thirda of the 
Border Police have been engaged 
on these duties for four years. 
Similarly, they recommend that 
the Border Police should deal with 
agricultural thefts: again, they 
have been doing this for years."' 
Hillel goes on, ''The commiasion 
points out that the police know 
some persons are guilty of crimes, 
but are unable to adduce adequate 
proofs in court. I agree with them 
that this problem exists, and I've 
tried to suggest solutions.

POSSESSING the latest clectrical

THOUSANDS of Israclis are tak- 
ing time away from thelr after- 
hour jobs and favourite TV shows 
In order to participate in {m- 
aginative programmes designed 
to make them better parents. 

They attend meetings of parent 
groups which discuss child- 
rearing problems in depth, 
Twelve or more individuals, 
usually mothers, meet once a 
week with a spoctally trained 
group leader. Tho setting, where 
everyone knows everybody, en- 
courages the free expression of 
the most personal dilemmas. No 
one need be ashamed to talk, 
because the others also discuss 
their problems frankly. Group 
support is the basis of the 
system's effectiveness. 

In Nocham, an agricultural 
moshav just outside Beit 
Shemesh, 25 Yemenite women 
gather at the youth club every 
Tuesday evening to meet with 
their leader, Pnina, a vivacious, 
motherly figure who wears her 
green kefiya as a crown. As each 
woman enters, she greete Pnina 
warmly, sometimes kissing her 
hand in the Oriental fashion. . 
Pnina, a teacher and mother of 
eight, is herself of Yemenite ex- 
traction. She guides the discussion 
on child rearing and encourages 
the participants to express their 
opinions freely, but not too 
boisterously. 

The subject tonight is respect 
for parents. Tova, a young mother 
of three, has beén complaining 
that her daughters, aged six, 
seven and eight treat her more 
Uke a friend than a parent, 

"Give us an example,’ " Pnine 
asks. with a smile. 

Tova describes how her 
children won't go to bed when she 
tells them to, and even give her an 
argument when she lays down the 
law. Many of the women in the 
group have the same problem and 
are anxious to talk about it.

Bella has developed a unique 
programme of her own over the 
years, which she claims {s a 
return to time-honoured values. 
She advocates the psychological 
methods that she learned at the 
Adler Institute in Tel Aviv from a 
visiting lecturer, Dr. Rudolf 
Dreikurs, and the techniques of 
group dynamics; but the dictates 
of tradition are uppermost, 

Moat graduates of Bella's 
Sroups become either group 
leaders themselves or take on 
community tasks, such as work- 
ing with the aged. In Ashdod, a 
group of 80 recent graduates will 
“adopt"' 80 problematic families 
under the guidance of Tipat 
Halav. 


BILAH BEN-DAVID, who also 
graduated from the Adler 
Institute but for the past two years 
has been working independently, 
conducts parents’ groups in 
private homes.

In order to help such mothers 
and fathers acquire the means to 
help their children advance, con- 
crete measures were taken 
recently, They are geared to build 
up the parents’ self-image, pride 
in their ethnic roots, and con- 
fidence in their ability to educate 
their children.

The fact that a mother cannot 
read or speak Hebrew fluently 
does not mean that she is in- 
capable of preparing her son or 
‘daughter for life in Israel.

UNDER THE EYE of the Scan- 
ning Electron Microscope, ants 
turn into monsters, blood cells 
into chocolate wafers, minute par- 
ticles into huge orbs. The 
sophisticated acientific 
technology allows us to peek into 
crevices we would ordinarily ig- 
nore transforming everyday ob- 
jects into bizarre works of art. 
The accompanying pictures 
were taken on the SEM of the Ben- 
Gurion University of the Negev. 
The microscope was purchased 
with an accompanying analytical 
computer for about $200,000, with 
the help of a grant from the 
World Bank. ft has been used 
‘effectively for non-destructive 
chemical analyses, which have 
enabled police investigators "to 
crack difficult cases, in- 
dustrlalists to check the otherwise 
unseen structure of their 
products, and the Israel Air Force 
to examine imperfections in air- 
craft replacement parts. It has 
also been used as’ an ald in 
medical, biological and 
agricultural research, and to iden- 
tify forgerles in coins and an: 
tiquities for Israel's museums.

BILL OF FARE 


ONE OF THE newer centres of 
Jerusalem nightlife is Rehov 
Yosef Riviin, the narrow street off 
Rehov Yafo, opposite Rehov 
Helena Hamalka. 

By day it js filled with artisans 
and craftsmen, by: night, with 
young people’ enjoying 
themselves. One of the small 
eating places on the street is a 
spot called Rasputin, presided 
over by a hirsute Russian with a 
wild beard, who in real life is 
known as Sascha. 

The restaurant consists of a 
amall, domed room and a tiny 
fitchen. But despite the lack of 


" apace, it is clean, neat and com- 


fortable. 

We were given ‘the menu, in 
English, by a waitress who was 
very obliging but seemed to know 
as lttle of that language as of 
Hebrew. A tape recorder began 
with pop and eventually switched 
over to Vivaldi. 


IBEGAN my meal with the soup 
of the day — in this case, green 
pea soup. Home-made, it waa very 
good and aplcy. The same was 
{rue of my companton's goulash 


soup, which was thick with chunks 
of meat and vegetables.” 

For the main course, I decided 
to try the dish that seemed most 
promising, beef Mozart with 
Dutch salad. The meat, cooked 
with ollves, was not bad, but the 
portion was very small. The salad 
turned out to be a tasty potato 
salad. 

My companion took advantage 
of the fact that we were with 
another couple and shared the 
cheese fondue (for two) with one 
of our friends. 

It was ser'ved in an unlit chafing 
dish. Sascha immediately aaced- 
ed to our requeat to light it. This, 
however, had disastrous results: 
the bowl holding the fondue, which 
appeared to be stoneware, crack- 
ed. 

Sascha promptly transferred it 
to another container and returned 
it in the unlit chafing dish. It turn- 
ed out to have been very well 
prepared: 

e ended the meal.with Turkish 
coffee, which was good, and an in- 
teresting brew. of Louisa tea, one 
of the ten or so types listed on the 
menu. 

The bill for four, including beer 
and soft drinks, came to 11,292, or 
about 1.146 per couple. O #.L.8.

An exclusive dangly brooch in 
gold and opels by Miriam 
Libra{der 18 priced at 1L30,000. 
Menahem Berman, who was 


Estie Ben-Joseph's professional 
adviser at the Export Institute, 
designed the unusual aluminium 
logo on the outside of the shop. In- 
side, his silver candiesticks, with 
the look of crinkled foil paper, are 
prominently displayed, as are an 
interesting range of silver chains 
(from IL500 to 1L1,150) produced 
in hig Cll! workshop in Jerusalem. 

There are necklaces by Hanna 
Bechar in gold, enamel, pearls 
and semi-precious stones, directly 
Inspired by nature. Rachel 
Schreiber, who graduated from 
Bezalel only a year ago, uses 
fragments of old Roman glass in 
contrastingly modern silver set- 
tings, mainly for pendants. 

The very clean, sculptural 
works in silver by Zelig Segal in- 
clude a silver snake made of 
dozens of articulated links, for 
wearing as a choker necklace or 
displaying as an ornamental 
silver sculpture (price, IL12,000). 

Benni Bernstein and David 


Hooper are two Bezalel lecturers

as rough Negev quartz. Bat-Aml 
Varsano's designs are built 
around modern glass, hand blown 
to her own specifications, An 
average pendant with allver chain 
and setting costs IL600.
